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New York, June 24.— With all hopes 
of an early capture of Elsie Slgel's 
murderer narrowing to tho point of 
abandonment, although a fresh crop of 
rumors is springing: up with each 
hour of added uncertainty, another 
day of the Investigation of the case 
ended tonight. Chung Sin, after 34 
hours of gruelling, with but one In- 
termission for sleep, had a day of rest 
at last. Either because the police 
despair of squeezing Information out 
of him, or because he has been left 
to forget the details of his llrst ans- 
wers, in order he may entangle him- 
self in more contradictions, they did 
not question him today. 

The same stream of hopeful but un- 
satisfactory .clues, keep/ pouring in 
from Chinatown itself, from Newark 
and the suburbs, from Cleveland and 
from the cities of the Pacific coast, 
but none of them proved to have any 
substantial basis. 

' Cliu Gain explained' today that tho 
$250 advanced to Chung Sin', Leon 
Ling's room mate, did not come out 
of his private purse, but that the 
money was part of a loan fund of the 
Chinese Empire Reform Association, 
of which he Is treasurer. Chu Gain 
had nothing, better than a private sur- 
mise as to. where the money was go- 
ing, and in his official .capacity Of 
treasurer he could not be inlluenced 
by conjectures one way or another. 

A meeting was. held tonight at • the. 
Morning Star, mission in the heart of 
Chinatown to raise funds for running 
down Leon Ling. 

' Anothor Man Wanted. 
It was learned today that the, po- 
lice 'are searching for another China- 
man, Arthur Yung, a friend and as- 
sociate of both Chu Gain and Leon 
Ling, and who lias disappeared since 
June 3H, It was Chu Gain and Yung 
who carried to the home of the Slgels 
the telegram purporting to have been 
sent by Elsie' Sigel from Washington 
on June 9, stating that she would 
be homo on Sunday and adding: "Don't 
worry." The message was not ad- 
dressed to Paul Sigel, the father of 
the murdered girl, it was said toduv, 
as previously reported, but Yung 
declared that it had been received bv 
him at 9 Mott street, where Chu Gain's 
restaurant Is located. It was stated 
today that the original of the' message 
could not be found In the Washington 
offices of either of the telegraph com- 
panies. Tho police received what thov 
believed is reliable Information today 
that Leon Ling was seen at 19 Pell 
street, this city, on the Sunday follow- 
ing Elsie Slgel's murder. Leon was 
In company of a number of members 
of the Lee clan with which he Is af- 
filiated. It, is said that during thjk 
conference he was provided by mem- 
bers of the Clan with $400 to aid him' 
In effecting his escape. The police, 
today are questioning a number of the 
Lee clan In on effort to get further 
information about the Pell street con- 
ference. 

Ch u Gain Threatened. 

Threatening letters received by Chu 
Gain warning him to pay no attention 
to Elsie Sigel on pain of death were 
surrendered by Chu Gain to Assistant 
District Attorney Weed today. The 
letters were signed "The Chief," and 
were written in Chinese characters. 
Other than that they contained terrible 
threats against Chu Gain, their con- 
tents have not been made known. 
Watching Stoamships. 

San Francisco, June 24. — A detail 
of detectives is searching the Pacilic 
Mail liner Manchuria, due to sail to- 
day, for Leon Ling. Just before noon 
the chief of police was notified that 
the detectives had information leading 
them to believe that the suspected- 
murderer was on board. Attempts at 
Identification are being made. 

Cleveland Roport. 

Cleveland, Ohio, Juno 21— It was 
learned that a Chinaman greatly re- 
sembling Leon Ling arrived hero last 
Sunday morning. The time the bag- 
gage which had been checked at 
Schenectady was received. The China- 
man, whom the union depot gateman 
saw leaving the depot on Sunday 
morning woro European garments and 
is described as being exceptionally 
tall for a Chinaman. The missing 
Ling Is described as live feet eight In- 
ches high. The Cleveland police are 
making every effort to locate th 
stranger or the baggage. 



Pekin, June 24. — Despatches received 
here from Europe setting forth that 
the United States contemplates accept- 
ing twenty per cent of the foreign loan 
of $27,500, 0UO for the construction of 
the Hankaw Sze-Chuen rallroud, in- 
stead of the twenty- live per cent that 
would be her share under an equal di- 
vision with Groat Britain, Germany, 
and France, have been given official 
and emphatic contradiction. 

It is believed that these messages 
found their original in proposals ad- 
vanced here diplomatically for the pur- 
pose of persuading America to be 
satisfied solely with the political ad- 
vantages of participation In this loan. 
The claim for. full financial participa- 
tion, twenty-live per cent, has not been 
modified,, and the acceptance of a 
smaller proportion is regarded here as 
a humiliation. That the European 
group of bankers aro conciliatory is 
due to their acceptance of China's ex- 
pressed desire that American financiers 
participate. 

Henry P. Fletcher, secretary of the 
American legation, was in conference 
with the foreign board today.

Bogota, June 24. — President Holquin 
has issued a statement to the country 
In- which lie sets forth that he will 
resign Ills position before the meeting 
of the next congress, which Is fixed 
for July- 20, hut in the meantime lie 
will uphold- the constitution and see 
that the laws now in force aro re- 
spected. 




NEAR SUFFOC ATION 

Grain Loaders on Steamship at Mon- 
treal Nearly Killed by 
Negligence 



Montreal, June 24— Burled in tho 
midships grain bunker of the steam- 
ship Lake Manitoba, 10 men last night 
narrowly escaped a horrible death. 
For four hours they lay on top of tho 
heaps of wheat under the decks, for- 
gotten by their follows, and only sus- 
taining life by taking turns at breath- 
ing under the narrow ventilator pipes. 

Negligence caused the mishap, but 
tho true author of it is hard to dis- 
cover. The foreman In charge should 
have known when it was time to stop 
the delivery of grain, and the watch- 
man governing tho How through the 
marine log should have known how 
much the bunker would hold. Then, 
finally the eagerness of men to get to 
their supper deft their fellows stiffling 
and smothering in the bunker.

Kiihilootis, . Juue.i.l.Vsk'hief 'Constabie 
Ferule, who is In charge of the pursuit 
of the C. P. B. train bandits, came in- 
to, the city today to gather irqsh sup- 
plies. The Indians came in with him 
to get their horses, and left again at 4 
o'clock. 

Chief Pernio says that they could 
find the -tracks of but three men, and 
it Is evident that they went towards 
tho - boundary. The police have been 
working in three circles, with a ra- 
dius of seven miles around the scene 
of the hold-up. Most of the work has 
been done on foot, and was carefully 
planned and carried out. Though some 
dynamite und other effects of tne rob- 
bers were found near the track, there 
was no other clue, and it is evident 
that the desperadoes made a clean get- 
away. 

it now deyelope that there was a box 
of gold among tiie consignment of sil- 
ver from Trail, and this, It Is thought, 
is tlie booty that tiie train robbers 
sought. The police received advices of 
the box of gold only today, and the 
officials are now confident that this 
forms the, motive. The transfer of the 
gold and silver at Revelstoke is all 
that saved the precious metal. 

This district Is veritably alive with 
officers of tho law. A detachment of 
North-west Mounted Police reached 
here today from Calgary, and will join 
in the chase, and ten Thiol detectives 
from Winnipeg are en route to the 
scene. 

Sergeant Murray, of the Provincial 
Police, Is here, and will likely take 
charge of the operations. Ho lias With 
him a host of provincial, as well as 
C. P. R. constables-. The fullest con- 
fidence Is rested in the Indians, how- 
ever, and to thorn the police aro look- 
ing for a capture. Their keen sense 
of detection and their wonderful ability 
in tracking, will, in the opinion of the 
police, succeed in locating the fugitives. 
The Indians have joined in the chase 
most enthusiastically. 

It seems impossible that the bandits 
will get away, for a net reaching from 
the scene of the hold-up-to the bound- 
ary has been spread, and Its meshes 
are too fine to allow them to get 
through. Every available agency has 
been pressed Into service, and the en- 
tire country is being thoroughly scour- 
ed in the search. In the net that Chief 
Ferule has already thrown out tho 
country for a radius of almost ten 
miles lias been covered on both sides of 
the river. 

There is a feeling amongst some of 
tiie local residents around Ducks that 
the hold-up men lived in that district, 
and that they may now be found at 
work on their ranches. This opinion Is 
carrying considerable weight with tho 
police in view of certain circumstances 
that have developed, and for that rea- 
son expert detectives will bo put to 
work.

INHERITANCE TAX

Rumor Has Chancellor Resign- 
ing and Parliament 
Dissolving 



Berlin, June 24. — The reichstag to- 
day further added to the government's 
difficulties in its proposed financial 
reforms by rejecting by a vote of 194 
to 180 the Imperial ministry's bill to 
extend the Inheritance taxes to direct 
heirs, including widows and children. 
The president of the reichstag ac- 
knowledged, however, that the bill in 
its present form would be dropped. 

Public excitement concerning the 
situation showed Itself by the filling 
of the public galleries to overllowlng. 
The ministerial and federal council 
benches were crowded. Chancellor 
Von Buelow and his colleagues fol- 
lowed the ebb and How of the debate 
with tho tensest Interest. The chan- 
cellor, however, did not speak. He 
left the chamber when he learned that 
the voting was likely to be unfavor- 
able to his bill. 

The members of the house gather In 
record strength, 381. members being 
present out of a total of 397. 

One of the members declined to 
vote; nine were absent on account of 
Illness and four from other causes; 
three seats were vacant, owing to 
deaths. The National Liberal, H'err 
Quarck, although seriously ill, insist- 
ed upon being carried to the house In 
order to participate in the vote. 

The speeches wore exceedingly bit- 
ter, and especially those of the Con- 
servatives and National Liberals, who 
had hitherto formed a coalition in 
support of. the chancellor. There was 
much., cheering) and sometimes. Ironi- 
cal laughter, .as the orators ; expressed 
the views r 6f the party lenders from 
the platform. . . • 

It is rumored tonight that. the Reich- 
stag will shortly adjourn until Autumn, 
tu permit the government to revise Its 
financial scheme, but as the chan- 
cellor and the other ministers have al- 
ways expressed a resolve to Include 
some further tax on property it Is not 
possible to forecast how they will be 
able to clear the situation. Other re- 
ports say that parliament will be dis- 
solved, or that Prince Von Buelow will 
resign, but nothing definite is given 
out. 



POSSES SED IN TER'ES^ 

Dispute Over Timber Claim Results 
in Judgment for tho 
Plaintiff 



Chief Justice Hunter gave judg- 
ment for the pialntlff yesterday in the 
case of Quadros v. Plchon after a 
hearing which lasted most of the day. 
It was action for an accounting and a 
declaration that the plaintiff was en- 
titled to a half interest in the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of a timber limit. , 

The story of the plaintiff, which 
was accepted by the court alter it hud 
been corroborated by the terms of a 
letter written by the defendant to the 
plaintiff, and which spoke of "our 
claim" was briefly as follows: 

He had agreed with Plchon to stake 
certain timber which he knew of, on 
consideration of Pichon paying tho 
survey and license fees. The license 
was taken out in Pichon's name, but 
they were. to bp equal partners in tho 
proceeds. After several ' years the 
timber llrtiit was sold by Pichon, who 
denied that Quadros had any interest 
In the proceeds. . 

The defendant's story was that 
Quadro's Interest depended on the lat- 
ter selling the limit within a year and 
that the latter had represented that 
he could 'do 'SO' On first broaching the 
plan. Quadros had not been able to 
sell the limit within tho twelve month 
and consequently it was asserted ho 
no longer had an interest. This 
story, however, was not accepted by 
the chief justice. Win, C. Moresby 
and R. C. Lowe appeared for the 
plaintiff and Col. F. B. Gregory for the 
defendant.

TOBACCO TRUST 
MUCH FAVORED 



Senator Beveridge Charges 
That It Is Taxed Too 
Lightly 

Washington, DC, June 24.— Declar- 
ing that the American Tobacco Com- 
pany had been tho recipient of many 
millions of dollars which otherwise 
would have gone into the national 
treasury, because of the failure of the 
Government to require a change in tho 
size of tobacco packages when tho war 
revenue law was repealed, Senator 
Beveridge today spoke in length In sup- 
port of his amendment to the tariff 
bill correcting this commission. 

He declared that adoption of his 
amendment would give the Govern- 
ment more than $21,000,000 of revenue. 
"When," he said, "the tariff came 
from the House to the Senate it in 
creased the tax on cigarettes a poor, 
miserable increase, and the finance 
committee of the Senate actually has 
struck out this little increase on cig- 
arettes." 

Mr. Beveridge asserted that the Am- 
erican tax on tobacco is only a fraction 
of the tax of most other civilized na- 
tions. Stating that tho annual con- 
sumption of tobacco in this country 
amounts to five and a half pounds for 
every man, woman and child, he said 
that if wo taxed tobacco at the same 
rate as Is imposed by England and 
France, the United States would every 
venr derive $333,3S6,0GG, instead of less 
than $50,000,000 as at present. Fur- 
thermore, he asserted that the tobacco 
tax Is now lower than at any previous 
time, except for a few years prior to 
1898. Mr. Beveridge declared that the 
greater proportion of the proposed tax 
would fall upon the trust, which, lie 
declared, is bitterly resisting the 
adoption of his amendment. 

A short time before adjournment to- 
night at 7 o'clock tiie senate returned 
to the consideration of the schedule 
of the tariff bill, after devoting the 
greater part of the day to listening to 
speeches, and ndopted amendments in- 
creasing the duty on shoes from 10 to 
20 per cent, ad valorem, and Increas- 
ing the duty on sole leather from 5 to 
10 per cent, ad valorem, the lowjir 
figure representing trie house rate In 
each case. When the senate convened 
Senator Beveridge talked for about 
four hours, and was followed by Mr. 
Bailey at almost as great length. Mr. 
Newlands was the last of. the orators 
of the day.

Nelson, June 24. — The Conserva- 
tive picnic at Proctor yesterday, at 
Which were present Premier Mc- 
Brlde, Hon. Thomas Taylor, Messrs. 
Schofleld, MacKay, Goodeve and 
Burrell, proved a great success. Out- 
standing speeches were confidence in 

B. C, confidence in and loyalty to tho 
Premier and his colleagues, admira- 
tion of the splendid service of the 
opposition at Ottawa, loyalty to the 
Mother Land and tho desire that Can- 
ada would take up her sharo of tho 
defence. 

The Premier, after congratulating 
Kootenay and Yale- Cariboo on being 
represented by Messrs. Goodeve and 
Burrell, nssured his hearers that 
Messrs. Cowan, Taylor and Barnard 
were no less zealous for the province 
and party. He said that he was wil- 
ling to submit his politieal fortunes 
to the issue: "Have the affairs of B. 

C. for the jiast six yoars been con- 
ducted in an honest businesslike 
manner? I am' proud to say that the 
government during thoso years has 
not been guilty of one dishonest act." 

He reminded the audience • of tho 
dark outlook when lie took olllce. That 
condition had been happily done away 
with and the province was able to 
now spend more than ever for neces- 
sary and profitable ' public works 
without going into debt for them. 
Ho asked it all the magnificent 
progress made since 1903- was accl 
dental. He was prepared to defend 
the expenditure of every dollar during 
his tonure of office. He further chal- 
lenged anyone to attack the dispensa- 
tion, of government patronage by him. 
"There aro," he said, "no back stairs 
to our offices and no special favors to 
friends;" He wanted all to remember 
that he and his party were pledged to 
better terms for B. C. and to pro- 
tection of white labor in Canada as 
secured In Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa. He "thought Can- 
ada could not do too much to assist 
tho Mother Land In defence of the 
Empire by land and sea. 

Martin Burrell thought the record of 
McBrlde government a splendid one, 
but he could not say the same for 
the present administration at Ottawa. 
Last session especially had been 
marked by brazen defense of gross 
Irregularities and shameful extrava- 
gance. He knew that many Liberals 
supported Mr. McBrido on the broad 
ground that his administration was 
efficient, progressive and clean. Ho 
referred to the crushing defeat of 
Siftonism In Manitoba and denounced 
the late loan to the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific. 

Mr. Goodeve crltlzed the financial 
policy of the Dominion government. 
He and his B. C. colleagues had lost 
no opportunity to protest against tho 
wild extravagance which was increas- 
ing Canada's debt at an appalling 
rate. With Mr. Burrell, he consider- 
ed the Laurier government in spite of 
its brute majority was weakening 
fast as private members found It Im- 
possible to condone or defend the acts 
of ministers. 

Hon. Thomas Taylor explained that 
the department was spending $3,000,- 
000 this year and he wns travelling to 
sec where, and how. He spoke of tho 
unlimited possibilities of B. C. and 
Haiti ho did not see why in a very 
Bhort time the province should not bo 
crossed by four trans-continentnl 
railways. He remembered that pre- 
vious to the McBride regime the pro- 
vince had ono long history or regular 
and growing deficits. 

Short speeches were also delivered 
by Messrs. MacKay and R. F. Green. 

The Premier and party are spending 
today at Kaslo, where a big public 
meeting Is being held. Thoy will 
leave for Slocan tomorrow morning* 



Ottawa, June 24. — The census and 
statistics olllce has today issued a re- 
port on the crops and live stock of 
Canada, as reported to date of June 
15. In all parts of Canada farm op- 
erations have been delayed this year. 
The months of April and May were 
cold and wet, and farmers woro un- 
able to get on their land until late. 
Fall wheat that had been sown suf- 
fered much injury from hard frosts, 
and spring operations have been two 
to three weeks later than usual. 

Yet the reports from all the prov- 
inces arc very satisfactory. Grain 
crops und grasses are growing thrift-, '• 
ily, and excepting in some localities 
of the maritime provinces, where the 
rainfall has been light, there is prom- 
ise of 'an excellent harvest. 

AVheat, the great staple crop of the 
country, has a reported area of 7,750,- 
000 acres, which is 1,140,000 acres 
more than last year. In the mari- 
time provinces and Quebec there is 
little change, but In Ontario the area 
is less by 100,000 acres, of which 88,- 
300 acres is fall wheat. Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta show an 
area of 6,878,000 acres, being 1,254,000 
acres more than last year. 

The condition of fall wheat at the 
middle of June was 18.5 and of spring 
wheat 92.5 per cent of the standard 
for a full crop. 

The area of oats in the Dominion 
Is 9,302,(100 acres, which is' 1,361,500 
acres more than last year, and its 
condition is reported as 92.32 per cent.- 

Barley, the cereal crop next in im- 
portance has a total area of 1,864,960 
acres, -or 119;20a acres mbre""thah last' 
year, and its condition " is 91.49 pert., 
cent. The province of Ontario shows 
the largest area of oats, with 3,142,- 
200 acres, and also the largest area of 
hay and clover, with 3,535,600 acres. 
Quebec is next highest in hay and 
clover, with 2,923, GOO acres. This 
province has also 1,574,100 acres in 
oats. Saskatchewan has 1,847,000 
acres in oats, Manitoba 1,390,000 acres 
and Alberta 820,000 acres.. In the 
maritime provinces, the total area in 
oats is 529,000 acres. 

At the end of June, 190G, there were 
122,398 farms In the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and In 1908 homesteads entered in-' 
creased to 190,234, or by 10,S58,7C0 
acres, in Manitoba the net jncrease 
of tiie two and one half years was 
4,393; in Saskatchewan, 41,423 .and 
In Alberta 22,020. But these figures 
do not take account of farm ■ landa 
purcjhased from railway companies 
and other corporations in the same 
period. The large Increases in Sas- 
katchewan have been in tho regions 
south of the main line of the C. P. R. 
and in the western and northern dis- 
tricts. In Alberta they have been 
made south of the C. P. R. and in the 
eastern ranges of the townships north 
of tho railway. 

The drought of summer and aut- 
umn was less severe last year than in 
1907, but It had the effect of again 
reducing the number of farm animals 
in the older provinces. In the whole 
of Canada -horses exceed tho number 
of 'last year by 14,324, while milch 
cows are less by 6S.440, other horned 
cattle by 245,057. sheep by 125,014 and 
swine, by 457,349. The largest falling 
off In the east occurred in Quebec and 
Ontario. 



CARE OF YOUTHS 

Superintendent of Provincial Indus- 
trial School to Look Into 
Methods Elsewhere 



Vancouver, June 24. — Juvenile delin- 
quents are worth saving. ' The provin- 
cial government, particularly the 
attorney-general's department, which 
is responsible for the management of 
the provincial Industrial school and 
the welfare of the erring youths within 
it, being firmly of this view, are de- 
termined that this institution shall 
have the most modern and effective 
method for the conversion of juvenile 
offenders into self-reliant and self-sup- 
porting citizens of the future. 

To this end, Attorney-General Bow- 
ser, before leaving for his recent tour 
of Europe and the British Isles, au- 
thorized Superintendent Donaldson and 
Mrs. Donaldson, who Is the matron of 
the home, to visit the most Important 
of the American and Canadian indus- 
trial schools. 

On Saturday the superintendent and 
his wife will leave for the east on this 
mission. After making a careful study 
of the various systems of reform in 
vogue on this side of the Atlantic they 
will extend tneir mission to England. 
They will be absent for at least four 
months.

BIG ADDITION 
TO POWER PLANT 



C, Electric Company 
Increase Its Store Street 
Auxiliary Plant 



The B. C. Electric Company ■ will 
make a big addition to its plant on 
Store street, whereby additional power 
to the amount of about 7f>0 horse power 
will be provided. The steam plant, 
which has been formerly In use at 
Vancouver, has been brought to Vic- 
toria, and work on the erection of a 
power house will commence nt once. 
The contract for the work has been let 
to Malcolm Hinsdale. 

The cost of the erection of the power 
house and' Installation of the plant 
will be in the neighborhood of $50,000. 
The power house will be situated on 
the Government street side of the 
Rock Bay bridge at the water's edge, 
and a great ileal of work and a large 
outlay will be necessitated by the 
driving of piles on which the concrete 
foundations of the power house will 
rest. The building will be of brick 
and two storeys in height, Mil be 
commodious, and ' will constitute a 
valuable addition to the company's 
Store street plant. 

The plant to be installed will bo sim- 
ilar to that already Installed In the 
company's present auxiliary plant. The 
Installation of the plant will be com- 
pleted In plenty of time to permit of 
the additional power which will be 
produced, being used this winter. The 
hew plant will serve the electric light- 
ing service of the company, while the 
present plant will develop power for 
the street railway service exclusively. 

Last winter when the present steam 
plant was supplying power for both 
street railway and lighting services 
the company was hard put to It to 
give an adequate service, but with tho 
new addition to Its auxiliary plant no 
difficulty will be experienced during 
the coming winter should there be an- 
other failure of the water power. 



WEST COAST 

Victorians Stake .Out Rich Coal 
Measures in Nootka 
District 



Work upon the first colliery to be 
established on ttie AVest Coast of Van- 
couver Island will be commenced with- 
in a short time at a point in the neigh- 
borhood of the northern extremity of 
Nootka Sound. A large coal area, the 
continuation of the Comox"Vmoasures,- 
has been staked on the Wc<t Coast by 
M; King and a unmber of other Victo- 
rians, and Mr. King states that the 
colliery will be established in the near 
future. 

Although the knowledge was not 
common property, it has been known 
for some time past that the Comox coal 
measures stretched right across the 
island. Along the west coast in the 
neighborhood of Nootka Sound there 
arc outcroppings at different points. 

Mr. King, while very reticent about 
the new coal venture, gave the im- 
pression that it was likely to prove of 
a rich character. "I have spent some 
time up there," he said, "staking out 
the property. 1 have had thirty-five 
years' mining experience on Vancouver 
Island, and have known about these 
coal measures for the last fifteen years. 
A number of Victorians and a few out- 
siders are Interested with me in the 
venture, and tho capital can be obtain- 
ed at short notice. 

Asked if this was the only point 
where the coal measures of the cast 
coast stretched across the Island, Mr. 
King intimated that- in this respect the 
coal resources of the island were as 
yet little known. He is thoroughly 
satisfied with the prospects: in Nootka 
neighborhood, based upon a mining ex- 
perience of over three decades. 

The establishment of a colliery and 
a coal port on the. west coast will open 
up new possibilities to the shipping of 
tho North Pacific coast. Vessels going 
there to coal will escape the pilotage 
fees charged for traversing the Straits 
of Georgia on the way to Nanaimo or 
Comox. When ocean vessels are en- 
tering Prince Rupert the nearest coal- 
ing point for them on this coast will 
be at Nootka, and it is certain that on 
these accounts a largo shipping trade 
will be built up.

Visiting Wholesalers Entertain- 
ed at Enjoyable Banquet 
at Empress 



The Canada wholesale grocers ex- 
change opened their annual meeting in 
this city yesterday afternoon at tho 
board of trade rooms, some twenty 
delegates from different parts o£ the 
Dominion being present. Tho business 
carried out was purely of a routine 
character, although two subjects of 
Interest to tho public at large came 
up for discussion.

The speaker went on to allude to the 
press. There were, ho said, to speak 
from a local standpoint, in Victoria and 
Vancouver some excellent newspapers, 
Which in many respects compare most 
favorably with those published in tho 
larger eastern cities. But it would 
seem that it is a question if they are 
doing their part in creating that Can- 
adian spirit that is so essential to a 
young nation. Referring to the item 
of partliamentary proceedings, he 
pointed out that more often than not 
while the Dominion house was in ses- 
sion, no information of the previous 
days' debates were available here the 
following day. If referred to at all, 
they came under the head of brief tele- 
graphic, items. There was a great 
need for news of Canada, news that 
will educate, and there should be a cir- 
culation of knowledge as to what the 
law makers at Ottawa are saying. The 
result of the present skeletonized news 
is that the people out here are out of 
touch with Dominion affairs. 

Continuing, the speaker said that he 
felt sure that Canada had a very great 
future as a nation within the Empire, 
but the people must remember that 
greatness brings responsibilities. Can- 
ada could • not go on for ever living 
content to nestle under the. sheltering 
wing of the grand old Mother Country. 
She must be prepared to stand on her 
own feet, to take her own share of re- 
sponsibility and expense of Empire. He 
concluded by proposing the toast in 
question, coupled with the name of Mr. 
Auguste Carrier, M.P., for Levis, Que. 
French Canadian Loyalty 

Mr. Carrier in reply said that lie had 
always been proud of his nationality, 
but the present trip had made him 
prouder than ever. He advocated that 
all the prominent men in the old coun 
try should as quickly as possible get 
to know tiio. great possibilities of the 
Dominion. He regretted to say that 
the people of British Columbia had a 
prejudice against French Canadian 
(cries of No, No). He might be wrong 
but that was the impression in tho 
East today. This very day the Erench 
Canadians were celebrating the nat 
day of St. Denis. This saint stood In 
the same relation to Frenchmen as St. 
George stood to England, and yet to- 
day, he said, there were thousands of 
his countrymen shouting God Save the 
King, the great and good man who 
had brought about the Entente Cor- 
diale. The King, he said, had suc- 
ceeded In blending together the races 
who fought in tho past. The French 
Canadians in Quebec wanted to be 
loyal, in fact in ills opinion they were 
the only loyal people In Canada today. 
He then reviewed the history of the 
French Canadians, showing that since 
1769 they had always been found light- 
ing in the ranks of the British. Can- 
ada, he said, would not still be a Brit- 
ish colony had it not been for the 
French Canadians. Whatever happens 
they would always 1)0 found fighting 
on the side of England. 

The toast of the legislature of Brit- 
ish Columbia was proposed by H. G. 
Wilson. He prophesied that the time 
would come and that it would be with- 
in his lifetime, when this province 
would be the most populous in the Do- 
minion. Today there, were 200,000 white 
people, and last year the province 
had exported $51,000,000 worth of 
goods. When the population doubled 
tho exports would reach $200,000,000. 
In the course of his speech he drew 
attention to the recently formed Van- 
couver Island Development League and 
pointed out the good results which ho 
hoped would follow. 

Province's Policy 

D. R. Ker responded on behalf of 
the government. He apologized for tho 
absence of Hon. Captain R. G. Tatlow. 
The policy of tho British Columbia 
government, he said, was to make this 
this western end of Canada known 
from one end of thfij Dominion to the 
other, as well as in all parts of the 
world, and ho alluded in eulogistic 
fashion to the way in which Mr. Tat- 
low had employed his time when In 
England by delivering a series of lec- 
tures on the wonderful possibilities of 
this province. 

Simon Leiser, chairman, proposed 
tho toast of "Our Guests." He extend- 
ed a hearty welcome to the delegates, 
saying tilt in his opinion the pros- 
perity of Canada was largely duo to 
the work of the Caifada .Wholesale 
Exchange. .

Winnipeg, June 24. — Because of the 
refusal of the J. D. McArthur Com- 
pany to allow them- to haul material 
over some three miles of the new Na- 
tional Transcontinental railway line 
Just outside of St. Boniracc, the. con- 
tractors for the new Grand Trunk 
Pacific shops, Hanoy, Quintan and 
Robertson, have been prevented from 
starting work, and some three weeks 
of valuable time has been wasted. 

The hitch has been caused by the 
failure of the- Transcontinental com- 
missioners to live up to a clause in 
tho contract with the construction 
firm, namely, that trains of material 
should be allowed right of way along 
the new grade free of charge, The 
McArthur Company wants to charge 
mileage for hauling tho material for 
the three miles of grade to the cross- 
ing of the Transcontinental railway 
and the Dundee branch of the Can- 
adian Northern and the site of the 
shops. 

In the meantime the progress of a 
million dollar work is obstructed, 
hundreds of workmen are idle, and 
material is lying at the head of the 
lakes and at Winnipeg awaiting trans- 
portation. 

KILLARNEY DISASTER 



Bodies of Threo Women Recovered — 
Drowning Caused by Waves 
Swamping Boat 



Klllarney, June 24. —The inquiry into 
the deaths of four English and five 
American travellers and two boatmen, 
who were drowned yesterday by the 
swamping of their boat on Lower Kil- 
larney ;ake, was begun by the coroner 
this afternoon. The two boatmen who 
were rescued, however, were not suf- 
ficiently recovered to ■ give evidence. 
Leary, one of the boatmen, stated to- 
night that a large wave' swamped the 
boat, and successive waves, which were 
running high, threw all the passengers 
Into the water. They called for help, 
but only two of them were able to hold 
out until assistance came. Tho body 
of ono of tho victims was identilled 
this afternoon as Mrs. H. W. Coburn, 
of Lowell, Mass., who arrived here on 
June 22. The two other bodies recov- 
ered were those of Englishwomen.

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RESTLESS INDIANS. 



The papers have recently had sonic 
references to the attitude of the In- 
dians on the Naas river and other 
points north of the Skeena in regard 
to the inllux of whin: people. It has 
been known for some lime that they 
were disposed to resent any Interfer- 
ence with the freedom 'of unrestricted 
occupation which they have hitherto 
enjoyed over that part of the province, 
and it was expected by those In a posi- 
tion to judge that as soon as there ap- 
peared to be any probability of the 
country being settled to any large ex- 
tent, a certain amount of friction 
would arise. As yet, nothing to cre- 
ate an alarming situation has occurred, 
but it is very clear that an under- 
standing must be reached if future 
trouble is to be avoided. We are in- 
formed that a representative of the 
Department of Indian Affairs is either 
now on his way to the coast or is to 
start immediately to confer with the 
Indians and arrive at some satisfactory 
settlement. The reason given for de- 
lay in his arrival is that the season 
being late it was deemed impracticable 
to reach the Indians sooner. 

Our information is that the Naas In- 
dians have raised a fund of $500, and 
have sought tile advice of counsel in 
the East as to the extent of their 
rights, and that the opinion given them 
has been favorable to their claims. It 
is alleged further that the Naas Indians 
have invited the Port Simpson Indians 
to contribute to a fund to test their 
legal status in the courts, and that the 
West Coast Indians have been ap- 
proached with a similar request. 

We hopo that 'we are correctly in- 
formed on these points, for it is very 
desirable that an understanding should 
. be reached with the Indians at an early 
day, so- that, the : ..sattUjment ■ oK*3 tlie 
northern country will not ije retaTdcd 
by reason' of any friction Svlt'li t'l'ie'm. 
AVe do not understand that the Indians 
object to the presence, of white settlers 
as a general proposition. Tlioy 'are' 
ready to -'concede that.theif position, 
has' been bettered by reason of the pre- 
sence of the white race and the estab- 
lishment of orderly conditions, so that 
among them life and property are as 
safe as anywhere in the world. Neither 
'""do they object, as we understand the' 
matter, to the establishment of reser- 
vations; but they are restless at the 
idea of being conlined to the reserva- 
tions while there are tens of thousands 
of square miles of unoccupied crown 
lands over which they might hunt and 
almost numberless streams wherein 
they might flsh. As they understand 
the matter, they were to enjoy this 
right of hunting and fishing without 
interference, and it is proper to say 
that the correspondence between Go- 
vernor Douglas and the Colonial De- 
partment bears out this view. If they 
have to surrender this right, If they are 
to permit the white population to occu- 
py the country without let or hind- 
rance of any kind, they think they 
ought to be compensated. They say 
that they have never been consulted, 
and that they have made no treaty of 
any kind with the government whereby 
such rights as they may possess 'have 
been extinguished. Doubtless their 
present attitude is due in part to the 
influence of bad advisers; but there 
is a strong element of reason In their 
contention, and even if it cannot lie 
sustained in law, it ought in fairness 
to be recognised. We do not regard 
the question as one for the courts, be- 
cause, even If the Indians should lose 
their case, it would still be necessary 
to reach a settlement with them. The 
idea that they shall be allowed to re- 
main lords and masters of the exten- 
sive areas, which are lit for settlement 
and only of a sentimental value to them, 
cannot be entertained. 

Having thus explained the nature of 
the case, we deem it best to defer any 
further discussion of it until after the 
ollicers of the Indian Department have 
• had an opportunity to negotiate with 
the Indians. We look for much good 
io come out of the present situation, 
because it will lead to an understand- 
ing between the government and the 
Indians as to their future relations, 
Tlie issue that has arisen is by no 
means unexpected, and it cannot bo 
disposed of any too soon. 

SCARES AND SUCH THINGS 

The German war scare is subsiding. 
The Colonist having declined to follow 
the lead of certain very prominent 
English papers in this matter, some oi 
its readers may not have realized Uv, 
hysterical character of this agitation 
which had for its basis the alleged in- 
tention of Germany to invade Eng- 
land without notice and the alleged In- 
ability of England to resist invasion 



Ono of the features of the collapse of 
the "scare" is the effort of some o'f 
the papers, which fostered it, to proyi, 
that" the ABqulth ministry were re- 
sponsible for Jtj. The people of Eng- 
land have been made to look supremely 
silly, and It Is not surprising that 
those, who were to blame, are anxious 
to lay the responsibility upon others 
As a matter -of fact it was chiefly poli- 
tics and pretty poor politics at that 
A German war scare, a fantastic In}- 
perlalism 'andra- crude ilscal policy 
formed, a, trinity of absurdities, where- 
with those, Who aro assuming to guide 
the destinies of Britain, and bring it 
back to the Conservative fold, sough l 
to stampede the people. 

Those of us, who nave- been accus- 
tomed for any length of time to note 
the development or British public 
opinion and tlie manner in which it 
found expression, have been sadly at 
sea since t he Cumpbell-Bannerman 
ministry camo into power and a new 
school of Journalism conceived Itself 
born to set the world right. First we 
were treated to heroic doses of Chain- 
berlainlsm. Those who remember the 
early radicalism of the distinguished 
gentleman from Birmingham were not 
a little surprised to 3ep him become 
the Conservative Apostle to the Gen- 
tiles, the people of tne Colonies \>c\np 
the gentiles. When a few people ven- 
tured to suggest that Mr. Chamber- 
lain's panacea for all the ills the Bri- 
tish peoples are heir to smelt of poli- 
tical quackery, they rorthwith became 
anathema. Mr. Balfour, who has 
discriminating mind, refused to be 
taken into camp by tlie Chamberlain 
ites, and he was a sore subject fo 
many of them. He played with th 
new theory as with a golf ball to such 
an extent that his attitude towards It 
was a favorite subject with the car- 
toonists, and when he adopted It, hi 
so changed it that its father lias never 
recognized it. Then came the Im- 
perialistic fad. People talked about 
the word, and -wrote about the word, 
and grew enthusiastic over the word, 
but not a man of ■ them could dellne 
the word to save his soul, much less 
make a practical suggestion to pro- 
mote Imperial solidarity. Of expedi- 
ents, which, if the British people would 
adopt them, would tend to weaken the 
Empire in a score of directions, there 
were" many." Then a sane man, Vis- 
. count miner talked some sense abou'i 
it, and being n nian'of preeminence hl£ 
words had weight, although he did no! 
say anything especially new. Aftei 
that came the German war scare 
There never was anything like it, not 
even when the three tailors of Tooley 
street addressed Napoleon .HI. as "We,, 
the people of England." It culminated 
in that monumental absurdity "Ail 
English man's Home," at which all thg. 
world laughed, after the. _.flrsj ( ,'.„f.e*«' 
w<i.sks>-of -Its' presentation. •- - 
• - imwnij; the signs of rbtur.nlf.g san, 
ity are many. Now we are "being tok V 
that tariff reform is a question for tlft 
people . cif the "United. Kingdom, to 
settle as "it affects ' themselves, . !and, 
wherr that has- been dojie the fiscal ar-' 
rangemehts of tlie Mother Country unc 
the Over-seas Dominions can be <nd- 
justed as seems best for their mutual 
interests. Now it Is conceded that the 
various parts of the Empire must work 
out their various problems as best 
they can, as equals determining theii 
relations to each other as experience 
shows is advisable. The war scare has 
been allowed to lapse into innocuou.' 
desuetude. As we always like to be 
optimistic, wo will concede that goof 
may come nut of all the exaggeratlor 
and hysterics to Which the Xorthcllffe 
and Pearson publications have beer 
treating us; but there will inevitably 
be some loss of self-respect on tin 
part of the English people and some 
abatement of their dignity before thi 
world. It is pleasing to observe that 
the dominant note of the speeches at 
the Press Conference has been that 
of common sense. The hard-headed 
practical and sober minded sentiment 
of tlie British people is making itself 
felt. 



THE TERRITORIAL FORCE 

The London Times has paid a great 
deal of 'attention to the Territorial 
Force, which Is Mr. Haldane's contri- 
bution to the solution of the military 
question in the United Kingdom, and 
after- a full review has felt able to say 
that "there Is ground for general satis- 
faction at th..' way In which the coun- 
try as a whole has responded to .Mr, 
Haldane's need." It points out, how- 
ever, that an important test Is yet to 
come, namely as to how many of the 
men will re-eulist for a second year's 
service. In order to give the fullest 
possible effect to the voluntary system, 
Mr. Haldane's plan only provides for 
enlistment for a year, wherein there Is 
a difference between the volunteer 
forco under the old system, In which 
enlistment continued until resignation. 
Apparently this weakness of the pres- 
ent system is more apparent than real, 
for the Times says that between 40,000 
and 50,000 men were free to resign 
during the -month of June, but npne of 
them had up to Juno 3rd slgnlllcd their 
intention of doing so,. although it adds 
that they may be automatically struck 
off the list, unless they, signify their 
intention to re-engage. It suggests 
that, the regulation should be altered: 
In this respect. Of the material <>f the 
force tho Times says: "The physique 
of the new force Ih on the whole very 
satisfactory, tind In some cases excel- 
lent. The reports of the 'conduct of 
the men In camp — which .. of ton varied 
considerably in former ■ days — have 
'been highly satisfactory, Bind there Is 
little doubt that the new Iprco has se- 
cured a large proportion of men who 
are thoroiiKlily 'bent on -Making their 
worlt a reality." 



..Indeed the comments of the Times 
are highly favorable. It points out 
that much distrust was felt In regard 
to the operation of the County Asso- 
ciations, but says that all fears on 
this score have been dissipated and 
that tlie Associations have worked 
"with whole-hearted activity and with 
miuch success." It suggests that ns 
soon as the Associations get in full 
working order, they should establish 
cadet' corps, from which the Territorial 
Force can bo recruited and, a Terri- 
torial Reserve to be made up of men 
who have resigned from the force. It 
also suggests that the Associations 
should interest themselves in the wel- 
fare of Army Reservists and old sol- 
diers, who now find In many cases 
much difficulty In securing employ- 
ment. It goes without saying that if 
steps were taken to prevent men, who 
have served In tlie regular forces, from 
toeing confronted with poverty in their 
retirement, the servlco would become 
more attractive than it now is. In 
regard to tho training which the Ter- 
ritorials receive, which Is the whole 
crux of the situation, for numbers 
count for very little without training, 
while the Times thinks It too soon to 
express a definite opinion on the sub- 
ject, it is very much Impressed with 
the probable results. It says that the 
citizen soldiers are receiving better 
training than ever before and aro 
showing themselves ' more eager than 
ever to take advantage of it. and this 
observation applies as well to non- 
commissioned oflleers and men as to 
those holding commissions. The fol- 
lowing is the concluding part of tfte 
Times' article: "Whatever view Is 
taken of the sufficiency of the Terri- 
torial Force for our national needs, its 
great merit Is that It is undeniably a 
move forward along useful lines. There 
Is no question here of expenditure 
which may be useless, or of progress 
down a cul-de-sac. If tho need is 
recognized later for some more general 
form of military training, tlie work of 
Mr. Haldane will serve as a llrtii and 
ample foundation for the necessary 
superstructure. The organization of 
the now force is striking firm root 
throughout the country, and drawing 
Into Itself a new fund of national pur- 
pose and vigor."

THANKSGIVING IN 
HONOR OF JUBILEE 



Solemn Service at Christ 
Church Cathedral— Ses- 



sion of the Clericus 



The thanksgiving service in honor 
of the jubilee of the creation or the 
bishopric of Victoria took place last 
evening in Christ church cathedral 
when His Lordship the Right Rev. Dr. 
Porrln, bishop of Columbia, was the 
preacher. 

The members of the clericus attend- 
ed In a body, the bishops and ministers 
wearing vestments and cassocks. A 
massed choir of the city churches was 
in attendance and tho service was a 
most Impressive one. 

Bishop Perrin delivered an eloquent 
address, tracing tho progress of the 
diocese In Its fifty • years of life and 
urging further efforts on the part of 
clergy and laity. 

The offertory will foe devoted to the 
new cathedral building fund. 

The day was opened with the cele- 
bration of Holy Eucharist at S a. m. 
at the cathedral, tho lord bishop of 
Columbia being tho celebrant, assisted 
by the Bishop of Olympla, Yen. Arch- 
deacon Scriven, and Rev. John Grundy. 

Matins were said at 10 a. m. 

The clericus then assembled as a 
conference on parochial organization 
under the chairmanship of Dr. Perrin. 
Some time was taken up in the dis- 
cussion of where the next clericus 
should he held and the claims of Walla 
Walla were pressed by Rev. W. C. 
Shaw. The matter was finally refer- 
red to a committee consisting of Rev. 
M, Bywater, Rev. W. B. Allen and the 
Rev. A. U. de Pencier to report upon 
the matter later. 

A prayer of thanskgtvlng for the 
preservation of the Ven. Archdeacon 
Collison, who lately narrowly escaped 
drowning, was then offered by the 
bishop of the diocese. 

Provincial Organization 

The Lord Bishop of Caledonia when 
the question of provincial organization 
came up protested against its being 
formally treated by the clericus. He 
pointed out that neither clerical nor 
lay delegates from his diocese had been 
Invited. 

A general discussion, however, took 
place on the subject In which Ven. 
Archdeacon Pentreath took part. He 
referred to J. he likelihood of the eastern 
provinces being shortly subdivided. 
Why should this matter not bo taken 
up by the dioceses west of the Rocky 
mountains? All recognized that unity 
was strength and here was tile means 
that the church had adopted from the 
earliest tlrries by forming provinces 
under metropolitans. 

Common action could bo taken on 
many vexed questions. There were 
the problems of the Oriental races 
present here, of the school question 
and the linancial question for diocesan 
and missionary purposes. There was 
also the question of the appointment of 
coadjutor bishops. 

The Blsh'op' of 'Olympla showed how 
the provincial Idea was worked out . in 
the United States. The American 
church had eight missionary depart- 
ments, the eighth department of which, 
Olympla apart, had fourteen bishops. 
They did not care for titles but there 
was no doubt that the" title of arch- 
bishop would be given to tho presiding 
bishops of these departments. 

What tho church really wanted, 
however, was the extension of the 
Kingdom of God and full missionary 
efficacy. 

The Rev. A. V. de Pencier, of Van- 
couver, also spoke at some length upon 
strengthening the work of tho church 
in provincial organization. Why not 
fall in line with the action of the 
province of Ontario and the great 
northwestern province of Rupert land. 

Tho Rev. A. E. O'Meara raised some 
questions as to jurisdiction and- the 
power of legislating. quoting from 
proceedings of the ' general synod of 
the church in the Dominion of Can- 
ada. He brought many subjects be- 
fore the ineeting upon which united 
organization would be most helpful. 

Lindley Crease, chancellor of the 
diocese of Columbia, spoke upon the 
legal points raised. He pointed out 
that the clericus could not legislate In 
provincial matters. It must be a union 
of synods entering the union sending 
delegates to complete final arrange- 
ments. 

Rev. C. E. Cooper, as did .also Mr. 
H. S. Crotty, strongly advocated the 
provincial system. New life would be 
put Into the church which is always 
needed for coping with growing prob- 
lems, misslonury and otherwise. He 
again used the motto "Unity is 
strength." 

Finally a resolution was offered to 
the mooting as follows: 

"That In tho opinion of those pres- 
ent It is desirable to form an organiz- 
ation by which conference and co-op- 
eration between dioceses of the Can- 
adian church lying to the west of the 
Rocky mountains shall be rendered 
possible and that the questions wheth- 
er such organization shall be that of 
the formation of a province be laid 
before all synods interested. Tho reso- 
lution, moved by Rev. A. E. O'Meara, 
seconded by Rev. A. U. do Pencier, car- 
ried, and the clericus adjourned.

Mrs. Andrews gave an Interesting 
resume of the annual gathering of 
the Temperance Women which now 
has grown to he by far the largest and 
most representative! /-gathering of 
women In the province..

From 
east and west, from north and south 
tho women gathered, and enjoyed 
three full days of down right hard 
convention worlc.

A. Murcutt) was the convention speak- 
er, and addressed two mass meetings 
on tho subjects: "The Lordship of Tho 
Upper Air," and "Party' Principle," her 
large audiences agreeing that the 
speuker, now so well and so favorably 
known throughout British Columbia, 
had never been heard to better ad- 
vantage. 

Mrs. Spofford, provincial president, 
was requested to outline, the policy of 
the organization for the coming j eur, 
and stated that the decision of the con- 
vention was to prosecute with greater 
vigor tho training of the youth, and 
that an appeal will be made to the 
heads of the various denominations to 
havo tho churches undertake more do- 
finite training of the children through 
denominational organizations. Special 
attention will be given also to the 
franchise department, a "definite cam- 
paign of activity having -been agreed 
upon. Further organisation will be 
effected, and two field workers will be 
engaged. Moral education will have 
special attention, and efforts will bo 
commenced towards enlarging the 
W. C. T. U. home, the growing needs 
requiring this. The unions have un- 
dertaken to raise $2 per member for 
this object, "above all other require- 
ments." Tho meeting received with 
groat pleasure the announcement that 
tho convention had honored the pro- 
vincial president with life membership. 
Before dispersing a hearty vote of 
thanks was tendered Mrs. Teague for 
her delightful hospitality.

Positively identified as James Jones, 
the man who more than four years ago 
deliberately shot and killed a white 
man, Jack Johns, In a bar room row 
at tho little mining camp of Buxton, 
Munroo County, Iowa, and after 
making ills escape from tho scene of 
tho crime by attiring himself in 
woman's clothing, eventually found 
his way' across the boundary line and 
landed at Ladysmith, Charley James, 
a good looking mulatto, now lies at 
the provincial jail awaiting the 
rival of officers from Iowa to take 
him back to stand his trial for tho 
slaying of Johns • 

James was brought into the city 
from Ladysmith yesterday at noon 
by Provincial Constable Cassidy 
and Town Constable Callender, by 
whom ho was arrested on Thursday 
That ho Is now in custody and must 
face tho most serious charge was 
directly due to Martin Brown, a negro 
miner at Ladysmith, who, at the 
time the crime was committed four 
years ago, was deputy sheriff for 
Muiiroo County, Iowa, with head 
quarters at the town of Albla, an 
who, in fact, took an active part ii 
the hunt for Jones, chasing the lat 
ter aa far as Kansas City where the 
trail was lost. 

Identified by Ex-Sheriff 
After completing his term as 
puty sheriff Brown worked his 
to the Pacific coast and finally 
rived at Ltdysmlth, where he is now 
employed as a miner. James, after 
his arrival at Ladysmith some months 
ago 'got work as a bartender and an 
acquaintance was formed with Brown 
and other negroes at Ladysmith, tho 
suspect showing a partiality for tho 
dark-skinned race. Brown was well 
acquainted with the family of tho 
Buxton murderer and while the man 
who killed Johns was then but 18 
years of age and by this time would 
doubtless have changed in appear- 
ance considerably the ex-deputy 
sheriff was certain that the Lady- 
smith bartender and the youth who 
slew Johns were one and the same 
person. Brown communicated his 
suspicions to the Ladysmith police 
who communicated with the Albla 
authorities. Tho result was the 
rest of James on tho request of the 
American authorities. The descrip- 
tion of the murderer given by the lat 
ter tallies closely with that of tho 
man under arrest even after allow- 
ance for change during the past few 
years has been made.

A light started be 
tween Johns and his companion and 
tho former struck tho latter over tho 
head with a bottle. Jones grabbing a 
revolver, ran around from behind tho 
bar and shot Johns in tho back 
Fatally wounded Johns staggered out- 
side to the street followed by Jones 
who fired four more shots Into his 
victim, Instantly killing him. 

"I guess they'll want me for this," 
was all Jones remarked as he 
turned to tho bar, secured his coat 
and disappeared. It was subsequent 
ly learned that the murderer mado 
his way to a friend's house some miles 
away and stayed over night. The 
next night he attempted to catch the 
train at a small place called Albla, 
but the police were guarding 
all means of travel and Jones hud tc 
walk across country. On this trl| 
his ears were frozen and the fact that 
the man now under arrest here has 
small pieces of the lobes of his ears 
missing, as often happens when i 
person's ears arc severely frost 
bitten, is one of the many marks by 
which Brown identilied his man. 
In Woman's Attire 

A posse, of which Brown was 
member, scoured the county for days 
on the hunt for Jones, but no trace of 
him could bo found, though it was 
discovered that lie had made his way 
across country attired In woman's 
clothing and that he reached Kansas 
City. Beyond that point tho search 
proved fruitless. A reward of $200 
for information leading to the arrest 
of Jones was offered by Sheriff Grif- 
fon, of Albla County, and the des- 
cription of the fugitive spread broad- 
cast. 

When the man now under arrest 
arrived at Ladysmith one of the first 
persons with whom he became acq- 
uainted was Brown, the ex-sheriff and 
keenest pursuer of Jones. It was 
natural that the two should talk of 
their homes In the States and it was 
during the course of these conversa- 
tions that Brown became convinced 
that James and Jones were one and 
the same [person. * 

When James arrived in the city 
yesterday morning he was Interrogat- 
ed by the authorities; He stated that 
he was born at Mlddlesboro, Ken- 
tucky, leaving that state two years 
ago. He was a coal miner by trade, 
though he could not mention the 
names of tho towns or the mines in 
which he had worked. He vehemently 
denied knowing anything about tho 
murder of Johns and declared that lip 
had never been in Albia or Buxton 
or in fact in that part of tho state of 
Iowa.

Stayed in Viotoria 

He stated that ho has boon in tho 
province for about the- past eight 
months, arriving "In Victoria from 
Seattle on. October 26 last year. Ho 
stayed in this city for two or tliroo 
days and then went to Ladysmith. 
He denied that ho had negro blood in 
his volns, stating that both his par- 
ents wero whites. 

James appeared ao take his arrest 
quietly. Ho cumo down on tho train 
readily enough and when told that 
lie would, be held until the American 
authorities could be communicated 
with displayed no alarm at tho pros- 
pect of going back across the .boun- 
dary. During his stay in Ladysmith 
ho has been well behaved, alwavs 
quiet and reserved in manner and 
made but few friends, Among his 
effects was discovered a Colt's re- 
volver,' with which, when ho was 
showing it to Brown on one occasion, 
he had declared that If over ho should 
bo In a position where ho was want- 
ed by tho police for any crime ho 
would shoot himself first rather than 
surrender. When handling the re- 
volver he held It in a certain posi- 
tion with both* hands and this action 
immediately struck Brown as pecu- 
liar for the murderer of Johns when 
lie fired tho fatal shots, held tho re- 
volver in exactly tho samo manner. 

Superintendent' Hussev vestorday 
wired Sheriff Qrlffen, at Albla, not- 
ifying him of the arrest of James and 
forwarding an accurate description of 
the prisoner, who will be held pending 
tho receipt of advices from Albla us 
to what tho authorities thero .purpose 
doing. 




City Council Accepts Draft 
Agreement With B, C, 
Electric Company 



If Uio agreement approved of by tho 
city council proves equally as satis- 
factory to the B. |C, Electric company, 
nothing remains in tho way of the 
company proceeding with the proposed 
Jordan river power development 
scheme, and a consequent enormous 
Improvement In and growth In tho 
company's service hero, than the as- 
sent of the ratepayers of the city to 
the bylaw which must be submitted 
and passed hefore the agreement be- 
comes binding. 

After fifteen months' negotiations it 
now; looks as If the city and company 
have arrived on common ground and 
there is every prospect that within tho 
next three years tho company will be 
spending ' millions in developing the 
Jordan river source of supply to make 
this city one of the most favored cities 
In tho Dominion In. the way of an ade- 
quate supply of cheap power with all 
the consequent commercial and Indus 
trial benefits. 

A draft oi the agreement which ; 
special committee of the council, com 
posed of Mayor Hall and Aldermen 
Turner and Henderson, arrived at with 
the company, camc up for considera- 
tion by the city council at a special 
meeting last night/ With the excep- 
tion of some amendments suggested 
toy City Barrister W. J. Taylor which 
did not appear to change the real 
senso of the agreement, the draft was 
approved of. As A. T. Goward, local 
manager of the company, was in 
position to pass upon the amendments 
made the agreement, as adopted by 
the council, will have to be submitted 
to tho company's solicitors and direc- 
tors and If approved, as it is expected 
it will be, the ratepayers will be called 
upon to vote on the matter. In order 
to expedite matters the necessary by- 
law will he prepared and just as soon 
as the company signifies its acceptance 
of the agreement the same will be in- 
corporated in the bylaw and the meas- 
ure put to the ratepayers. 

Agreement in Brief 
Briefly the city agrees to go to 'the 
next legislature and secure the neces- 
iry amendments to the Municipal net 
ermltting the arrangement with the 
company and safeguarding tho com- 
pany's Interests and In return tin 
company agrees that within three 
ars fioin the date of tho final pass- 
ing of the bylaw to erect a power plant 
it or near Victoria to cost $1,500,000, 
the plant to have a capacity of not less 
than 10,000 horsepower, this power to 
he used in and around Victoria. The 
rates to be charged 'by the company 
after this plant Is In operation shall 
not exceed those now being charged In 
the city of Vancouver for power and 
Ighting and the rates in the district 
surrounding this city shall not exceed 
those now in force in the district sur- 
rounding Vancouver. The company, if 
requested so to do by the city, will 
supply power for city lighting to the 
amount of that now being used by" the 
city, or In excess of that amount, at 
one half the price which it now costs 
tho city to generate its lighting power. 
But the city muBt use this power for 
its own purposes and not sell the 
ear.i e. 

Within three years from the date of 
tiic final passing of the bylaw the 
company will expend on extensions of 
its system In and around Victoria not 
less than $250,000 exclusive of the ex- 
penditure on its power plant, if at 
any time the city is in a position to 
develop power from Sooke lake or iff, 
tributaries the company consents to 
take water at a rate to be decided upon 
provided this water be supplied con- 
tinuously and uninterruptedly, at the 
rate of 1,000 horsepower per diem. 
Protect Company 
The amendment to the Municipal act 
which the city agrees tn apply to the 
legislature for will provide that the 
city shall not pass any bylaw to raise 
money to construct or operate any 
works in opposition to the company 
until an offer to buy out tho company 
Is first made by the city, the price to 
ibe fixed toy arbitration. 

The agreement was put through with 
tout little comtnent, the main points 
having boon threshed out on previous 
occasions. After being amended us 
suggested by the city barrister it was" 
unanimously adopted and it is now up 
to the company to also approve. As 
soon as tho necessary bylaw incorpor- 
itlng the agreement Is ready it will bo 
submitted to the ratepayers. As in the 
ase of money bylaws tills measure 
will require that three-fifths of those 
who vote thereon must be in favor of 
the measure. Any bylaw granting any 
privilege or conferring any powers be- 
longing to the city require more than 
a 'bare majority vote. Tho agreement 
If accepted by the ratepayers will re- 
main In force Until K^n^Tibo,?-''5, 103S, 
the date on which tlj^gp^'^nv's fran- 
chise expires. |0tt9| ?<?

Big Interest in Graigdarroch

During the past week Increased in- 
terest has boon ' noticeable in the 
local realty market, a large amount 
of property having changed hands.

Here and There 



The Toronto papers containing ac- 
counts of the meetings of the inter- 
national Council of Women are com- 
ing to hand. The opening session was 
held in the beautiful convocation hall 
of Toronto University. The decora- 
tions of the hall were very splendid 
and els borate, The > president" of the 
National Council of Canada, Lady Ed- 
gar, read an address of welcome to 
Lady Aberdeen, and |he delegates. The 
Premier of the proyinee', Sir James 
Whitney, spoke of the Importance of 
the work of the council, and extend- 
ed a very warm welcome to its pre-' 
sident, . Lady Aberdeen. He assured 
her, that if the united. voice of the peo- 
ple of Canada could be heard, it would 
bo a grand ichdnv of national welcome. 
As, It is whispered, . Sir James .Whit- 
ney does not deal in -empty eoinpli- 
nients even where women are concern- 
ed, the expression, coming from his 
lips, would have added weight. 

Lady Aberdeen seems to have been 
as delighted to be back in Canada as 
her old friends are to see her. She 
said: 

"I must confess that I feel very much 
like the old mother visiting a dearly- 
loved daughter in her own home, after 
long years of separation, and seeing 
that daughter surrounded by her chil- 
dren In the bloom, and vigor of youth, 
and doing the honors of her. beautiful 
home to distinguished 1 visitors from 
many lands. Well, the old mother and 
grandmother is filled with pride and 
delight, and her heart tonight is full 
of loving memories of the past, of joy 
in the present reunion, and In anticipa- 
tion of future accomplishments." 

In the course of her speech she al- 
luded touchingly to the death of the 
foundress of the council, Miss Frances 
Willard, Mrs. Cody Stanton, and Miss 
Susan B. Anthony, and welcomed two 
others, Mrs. May Wright Sewall and 
Mrs. Foster Avery. A review of the 
work of tile council showed the ad- 
vance that had been made throughout 
the world, speaking especially of the 
work of the venerable vice-president 
of the council, Madame Anna de Philo- 
sofoff. of Russia. This lady is the 
pioneer of women's university educa- 
tion in her own country, and has made 
great efforts to obtain the consent of 
the authorities to the formation of a 
woman's council there. 

In speaking of the work of the coun- 
cil, of its charity and breadth of view, 
Lady Aberdeen said that the interna- 
tional council must needs be the 
strongest peace society that could ex- 
ist, for there eoidd be no war where 
the homes of different nations were 
brought into such close touch with one 
another. There can be no doubt not 
only this, but all the great Interna- 
tional councils that are being held in 
these days are gradually but surely 
breaking down the prejudices and jea- 
lousies that keep the peoples of the 
world apart, and have been .such fruit- 
ful causes of war in the past. 

It will be. perhaps, a matter of sur- 
prise to some women that Lady Aber- 
deen should declare that the Council 
is on the side of woman suffrage. On 
this matter the president is reported 
to have said. 

"Moreover, they believed themselves 
to he the most powerful witnesses in 
favor of extending the suffrage to wo- 
men that existed. They imposed the 
support of this movement on no coun- 
try averse to it. although as an inter- 
nat ona] council, they advocated its 
strenuous support, and the work of the 
organizations of women "belonging to 
the councils in all lands proved the 
justice of the demand." 

The Council, however, the' speaker 
said, observed in all their work the 
golden rule, and believed It- was the 
spirit of the work rather than the work 
Itself that was of the greatest import- 
ance. !»' 

Fran Stritt, the German vic«J-ptesi- 
lent of the council, spoke of the sym- 
pathy which German women had . in 
the work. There were, twenty dele- 
gates present from that country, and 
there were many others who - would 
watch their proceedings wltli' the 
greatest interest. Speakers .from maiiy 
countries addressed the meeting, and 
seem to' have spoken in English. The 
nrettiest aneech was that made by 
Miss Raeldo, president of (he council 



Canada was like, she would Bay: "Can- 
ada Is; a beautiful country, and the 
hearts of its women are like .reception 
halls, lull of joy and; life, where every 
guest . is welcome, and every stranger 
mudo to feel at-home.". 

Tile president of the council of Great 
Britain and Ireland, Mrs. Edwin Grey, 
said that she and the other delegates 
would return with a fuller realization 
of Canada's beauties, possibilities, and 
difficulties, and Mrs. Baker, of Mel- 
bourne, spoke of the closeness of sym- 
pathy between the people of Canada 
and Australia. ' 

This opening meeting. is declared to 
have been an earnest of the success of 
the congress. 



The Boston Transcript says that it 
was in June, 1909 that the first temper- 
ance society was formed. This paper 
claims that a village in New York was 
the birthplace of the temperance or- 
ganizations, which in the last half of 
tlic- 19th century were to be found in 
almost every city and town and settle- 
ment in North America. The Toronto 
Mail and Empire disputes this claim, 
and says that as far Ijaek as 1798 an 
association against spirituous liquors 
was formed in Nova Scotia. Neither 
of these societies imposed total abstln- 
ance on its members. The Nova Sco- 
tian society was concerned for the ef- 
fect of tlie excessive use of liquors 
"among the laboring poor, to the ruin 
of their morals and their health," and 
bound its members "to refrain from 
giving any sort of spirituous liquors to 
any servant or laborer in our employ- 
ment." The earliest temperance socle- 
ties in the United States also allowed 
their members to use a moderate 
amount of alcoholic beverages. It was 
not long, however, before the gospel of 
total abstinence was preached among 
them, with such effect that "temper- 
ance" became synonymous with "total 
abstinence." The world is greatly In- 
debted to the work of these early so- 
cieties. They were bands of earnest 
men who worked for the good of their 
fellows and the uplifting of society. 
Their methods have gone out of fash- 
ion, but it will be well for the world 
if those who work in the same cause 
now can look back at the end of half 
a century on as much good done as in 
a former generation was accomplished 
by "moral suasion." 





The bad boy has disappeared frcm 
the world, if we are to believe the tes- 
timony of many who have undertaken 
the work among children. Mr. Kalso 
will not allow that any are to be found 
in Ontario and Judge Lindsay finds 
very few, if any, in Denver. 

It is wonderful what the. faith of 
these good people enables them to do 
for tlie children among whom they 
labor. Most of us would do well, when 
dealing with boys, to resolutely close 
our eyes to many of their fallings and 
to search diligent for tlie good quali- 
ties they possess. It is only by find- 
ing these that they can be helped to 
grow to be good and useful men. Svm- 
pathy with boys is a quality not' too 
common among men and it Is found 
Bometimes in very unexpected places. 
One of the number lives in Toledo and 
his work Is among newsboys. His 
name is John-Gunckol and lie was 17 
years ago a ticket agent on the Lake 
Shore railroad. The story of his work 
is told by the "Congregationalist and 
Christian World." 

The way the railroad man came to 
get interested in the boys shows that 
hi- already had learned to notice what 
was going on around him. .Mr. Flor- 
bush the writer of the article, says: 
"One day he was walking in a field 
near the city, when he noticed a boy 
scattering something on the ground. 
The .day was Friday. He asked the 
boy, what he was doing. He said that 
the school children would be coming 
there the next day after hickory nuts, 
and, as the trees were dead, ho had 
'blowed himself to J 5 cents' worth of 
nuts, so they would not be dis- 
appointed. Air. Gurickel could see that 
he was a poor boy. It seemed to him 
a fine tiling that this boy was doing 
and he was so pleased that he made 
an appointment to meet him there the 
next morning and watch the children 
find the nuts. At that meeting ■Jim- 
mio' agreed to be Mi . Gunckel's friend, 
and the next Monday lie consented to 
bring some 6i , his chums to Mr. 
Gunckel's ollice' to become his friends 
also.-

some hard thinking. Few persons had 
studied books about bovs then, and I 
don't believe he has read any about 
them since.

To the middle of 
It fasten a slender support, either a 
piece of round handle or a square or 
triangular strip of wood four inches 
high. • > 

On top »f the support nail or glue a 
two and a half Inch circle of thinner 
wood — tlie top of a cigar box will an- 
swer. This framework can be finished 
In any way desired. Stained either 
oak or mahogany, covered with a coat 
of shellac, It will be serviceable for a 
sewing room. A daintier effect can bo 
had by painting it either white, pale 
blue or pink and topping with a coat 
of enamel. When used for a guest 
room, a color to match the decorations 
Is attractive. 

Glued 'to the small top circle on the 
stand is a tomato-shaped pincushion 
four inches in diameter. Cut two cir- 
cles of stout muslin, four and a half 
Inches in diameter, sew the edges on 
machine and stuff with a wool filling. 

Make a cover for the cushion in the 
same way. It can be of red velvet for 
a sewing room cabinet, of dainty flow- 
ered or colored silk or velvet for the 
others. 

When the cover is on catch the 
cushion through the centre with a car- 
pet needle and patent thread. Run a 
twist of heavy embroidery silk or gilt 
cord around the sides of the cushion 
to cover seam. Beginning in the mid- 
dle draw the silk or cord around the 
cushion to form radii. It should be 
divided into eight sections. 

After the cushion is fastened to its 
stand it has attached to it 'by bady rib- 
bon or cord a small emery, a needle 
book, a piece of wax and a thimble 
case. A small bow should hide the 
joining of these articles to the seam of 
the cushion. 

Around the support, just below the 
cushion, Is tied a longer ribbon with a 
small pair of scissors fastened to the 
other end. Around the baseboard are 
fastened live, small bra 
fastened five long brass nails with 
heads small enough to slip through 
spools of cotton, sewing silk and darn- 
ing cotton. 

If one does not wish to go to the 
trouble of making such a cabinet one 
can be bought in mission form, of -ma- 
hogany finish' with a drawer base, a 
pincushion top and a rack beneath to 
hold from n dozen to eighteen spools of 
thread.

Field of Starters One of Small- 
est in the History of 
the Event. 



New York, June 24. — Fltzherbert, 
tho sturdy three-year-old son ot Ethel 
Ber-Morgantic, ea-sjiy won the Sur- 
burban handicap today from a field of 
six starters, one of the smallest that 
has ever contested for tho honors of 
the classic event of the American turf. 
Bearing the colors of Sam Hlldreth, 
tho sleek brown horse with Eddy 
Dugnn up, ran tho mile and a quarter 
in 2:03 2-5, which is only two-fifths 
of a second slower than tho record 
for tho event hung up last year by 
that sterling handicap horse Ballot. 
The four-year-old Alfred Noble was 
second, six lengths behind, and Fay- 
ette, a smart three-year-old, was 
third. 

This Is the second time in Suburban 
history that a three-year-old has car- 
ried off the honors, and. Hlldreth was 
showered with- uonsraiulations upon 
his victory. 

Fltzhcrbert and the four-year-old 
Restlgouche W'ere coupled in the bet- 
ting, and favorites at 4 to 5. Hlld- 
reth declared to win with Restigouchc, 
but tho son of Commando could not 
stand tho strain, and stopped at the 
mile. ' Fltzherbert then came on alone, 
and won. 

Crowd Was Small 

A scant ten thousand persons Jour- 
neyed to the charming Sheepshead Bay' 
track today to witness tho twenty- 
sixth running of tho Suburban. The 
track was in tho best of shape for fast 
time. Tho fairly filled grandstands 
and tho empty field j stands, which 
were not thrown open to the public; 
mado the day In some respects seem 
but a reflection of thp suburban days 
of Salvatoro and Hcrrry of Navarre. 

Before the call for boots and saddles 
Arctic and Effondl-i were scratched, 
leaving only si:* horses. The play in 
the betting ring on the Hlldreth stable 
was heavy; and thfclpubltc had no dif- 
ficulty in getting wagers' down. The 
small field made ; thc work ,pf getting 
the horses off an easy task. Fltzher- 
bert went out In front closely follow- 
ed by Alfred Noble. Fashion Plate, 
Restlgouche, King's Daughter and Fay- 
ette In tho order , named. It was a 
pretty start, and' one which' enabled 
each jockey to carry out his plan of 
riding. Jockey MeArthy urged Alfred 
Noble quickly in the lead, and Burns 
on Restlgouche, accepting the chal- 
lenge, carried his mount alongside the 
flying Alfred Noble. This way they 
ran to the quarter with Flt/.herbert In 
third place, and Jockey Dugan holding 
him In restraint. 

A Perfect Race 

Its Restlgouche," cried the crowd as 
Hildreth's horse took a slight lead at 
the half mile. Alfred Noble then was 
three lengths in front of Fitzherbert, 
but Dugan still held the three-year- 
old in reserve, and watched the two 
leaders struggle ahead. King's Daugh- 
ter and Fashion Plate hung gamely' on 
in the ruck for a time, but the pace 
was too fast, and then they gradually 
fell further and further behind. 

Into the mile they came, Restigouchc 
still in the lead, but faltering. His 
jockey went to the whip, but tho son 
of Commando had not an ounce of 
strength to help him maintain the 
struggle. Dugan then sent out his 
stable mate Fitzherbert to win. Into 
tho stretch, with perfect stride, swept 
Fitzherbert, and With such a burst of 
speed that it carried the other con- 
tenders virtually off their feet. Un- 
challenged now by his field, Fitzher- 
bert steadily Increased his lead. Be- 
hind Alfred Noble fought on gamely. 
Fayette rushed on ahead of the tiring 
Restigouchc and King's Daughter In 
the stretch, and took third place. Fitz- 
herbert ran to the finish six lengths 
ahead of Alfred Noble, while llvo 
lengths away was tho three-year-old 
Fayette.

Sanford Robinson Convicted on. Charge 
of Impeding Justice — A. P.

New York, June 24, — Sanford Robin- 
son, personal counsel to E. Augustus 
Heinze, was convicted In the United 
States circuit court today of impeding 
the administration of justice in ad- 
vising a gr.and jury witness to evade 
the service of a subpoena. The jury 
brought In a recommendation for 
mercy. Sentence will DO Imposed to- 
morrow. 

The charge against Robinson grew 
out of the alleged mutlliatlon of some 
of the books of the United Copper com- 
pany while the jury had them under 
subpoena In the Heinze investigation, 
and their subsequent disappearance. 
The witness Robinson Is charged with 
having tampered with Tracy H. Buck- 
ingham, a Heinze clerk, who was 
wanted in an effort to locate the miss- 
ing books and place the responsibility 
for their mutilation. 

In his pica for the prisoner today, 
counsel for Robinson declared that if 
an offence had been committed, Rob- 
inson was not the offender. 

The trial of Arthur P. Heinze, in- 
dicted on a charge of abetting the es- 
cape of Tracy H. Buckingham from 
the subpoena server of the, grand jury 
who wanted the books of tho United 
Copper company, was Btarted In the 
U. S. circuit court as soon as tho case 
against Robinson was finished. 

HATCHI NG" LO BSTERS 

Experiment Carried Out at Nanaimo 
Biological Station Rosults 
Successfully 



Nanaimo, June 24. — The experiments 
With lobster eggs which have been car- 
ried on at tho biological station during 
tho past few weeks have resulted en- 
tirely satisfactorily, as the young 
lobsters are emerging from their egg 
shells In some numbers and are ap- 
parently as strong and lively as If 
hatched under natural conditions. 

The success of this experiment shows 
that the waters of this district are not 
too cold, and that If other conditions 
are suitable hero la a probability that 



imported lobsters may reproduce their 
kind In these seas. 

It also points to the feasibility of 
carrying out a suggestion that has 
been made, namely, that instead of at- 
tempting further Importations of .adult 
lobsters the eggs only should be 
brought and hatched artificially on this 
coast. 



HI RAPE MAY RETURN 

Charges Made Against Japanese Bank- 
er at Seattle Are Not 
Sustained 

Vancouver, B. C, June 24. — Sensa- 
tional charges of having been connect- 
ed with illicit traiile in Japanese wo- 
men preferred against K. Hirade, vice- 
president of the American Oriental 
Bank of Seattle, by certain pf his 
countrymen, have not been sustained. 
Hirade is free to return to the United 
States. This was the finding today of 
tho special board' of inquiry of local 
United Stales immigration officials, 
The Investigation has been in progress 
for nearly a fortnight. Hirado will re- 
turn to Seattle this afternoon. He de- 
clares that he has been the victim of a 
conspiracy, and will seek redress in 
the courts. It Is likely that criminal 
prosecutions for perjury and suits for 
damages will be instituted against the 
parties who sought to prevent him re- 
turning to Seattle.

KAISER WOULD 

REDUCE ACCIDENTS 

Berlin, June 24.— After studying re- 
ports of railway accidents In Germany, 
Great Britain and the United States, 
the Kaiser ordered the minister of 
justice to frame a. bill, to be. submit- 
ted to the Reichstag, .making it com- 
pulsory upon railway companies to 
subject all employees bavins anything 
whatever to do with the running or 
moving of trains to medical examin- 
ations twice a year. In studying the 
medical and judicial aspects of rail- 
way accidents the world over, the Kai- 
ser found that the majority is due to 
physical or mental shortcomings on 
the part of engineers, firemen, tele- 
graph operators, conductors, etc. In- 
vestigation of the German railway 
employee records In particular, showed 
that the men must prove physical and 
mental fitness when they enter the 
service. Whether or not the employ- 
ee's health or fitness for,, work deter- 
iorates in the course of years, the rail- 
way companies do not se«m .to bo voi}- ; 
cerned about, according to the Kaiser's 
investigations. By making medical 
examination of employees compulsory 
tho Kaiser hopes to materially reduce 
the number of railway accidents in 
Germany.

But it is the other- leg of the route 
that up through Stuart and Tacla Lake, 
to Bulkeley, which will prove of the 
greater value, and the steamer service 
on the lakes will prove permanent. 

Mr. Clarke, who has been spending 
a few days in the city, states that ulti- 
mately the intention to construct a 
boat which will make the entire run 
from Soda Creek with tho exception of 
through the canyon referred to.

THE PRI NCESS BEATRICE 

Visiting Queen Charlotte Islands as 
Guests of James A. Moore, 
of Seattle

Moore, of Seattle, for a trip to Queen 
Charlotte Islands, include the sons of 
Henry Phipps, tho well-known steel 
magnate, and a party of capitalists. 

C. Phipps, of 
New York ; George E. Gordon, of New 
York; Malcolm G. Chace, of Provid, 
ence, R. I.; Howard Phipps, of West- 
bury, N. Y.; D. T. Moore, of Westbury; 
and. John S. Phipps, of Westbury. 

Tlio party is visiting the Queen 
Charlotte Islands as guests of Mr. 
Moore, although ho is not with the 
party. While in British Columbia 
they will visit Graham Island, where 
Mr. Moore has Interests, with the Idea 
of investigating Its resources. 

Henry Phipps, tho father, was, next 
to Andrew Carnegie, the largest owner 
of stock in the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. He was born in Philadel- 
phia, September 27, 1839. He worked 
in stores In Pittsburg from 1852 to 185G, 
serving as office boy and bookkeeper 
for Dilworth and Bidwell, spike manu- 
facturers. In 1861 he became junior 
partner of the hrm of Bidwell and 
Phipps, agents for the Dupont Powder 
Co. 

At the same time he became inter- 
ested in a small Iron mill conducted by 
Kloman and Phipps. From this he ad-, 
vanccd himself again to a partnership 
with Thomas M. and Andrew' Carnegie, 
and eventually became the second 
largest owner of stock In the United 
States Steel Corporation. During this 
active business life Henry Phipps built 
up one of the largest private fortunes 
in the United States. He sold out his 
steel corporation Interest for $80,000,- 
000. Members of tho family aro still 
heavy investors In the steel buslncs.

Chicago, June 24. — Wheat — Result of 
today's trading- in wheat was a surpris- 
ing one to tile hears who have been Inly- 
ing things all their own way for a few 
days. It looked as If strong interests 
were quietly absorbing offerings on tho 
"breaks and were in a position to bring 
tho short sellers up with a round turn. 
This Is Just what happened today when 
July wheat was given a whirl from 113 
to 114% in half an hour's time. Sep- 
tember had recovered from 107% to 
lOSVj and December from 106% to 
107 Vt, hist prices were •% to half a cent 
under best prices of tho day. Liverpool 
showed returning strength, Argentine 
shlpmonts were estimated at 1,600,000 
and the new wheat crop of that coun- 
try shows conditions to be unfavorable 
because of frost and drought. Weather 
southwest Is too wet for the early harv- 
est. Our Mr. Inglls gives yields in 
southern Kansas light at ten bushels 
per ncre. Oklahoma irregular 3 to 13 
bushels and threshing there beginning 
at once. No doubt some bearlshness 
will continue while tho trade Is in June 
but wo believe the market hns had its 
period of depression and that tho late 
months will do to r ouy on all breaks 
around this level. 

Corn — TUara was a strong and higher 
opening in corn but it was misleading 
as the support soon gave out and a 
rather florce drive was made at the 
market not only by local bears but by 
some of the biggest houses In tho trade 
which have tried to break corn a num- 
ber of times In the past thirty days 
and seem to have a. lighting chance to- 
day because of the fine crop prospects 
and July liquidation. Shipping busi- 
ness was 160.000 bushels. If the move- 
ment from reserves does not Increase 
It-will be a notice to short sellers that 
they are again in the wrong.
